Taro Alepian, the first candidate, propose.s to im- 
prove the efficiency, of the Placement Service, to in- 
vestigate the possibilities of a Post Graduate Student 
House and International House, and to combat student 
apathy, power cliques and "mud-tiirowing tactics in 
student activities". 

Ken Cabatoff favours a legislative assembly of 
students, increased student participation in McGill 
affairs and a better understanding of university acti- 
vity by the student himself. 

Max Ferro believes that a new spirit is needed on 
the Students' Council to remove the existing partisan- 
ship of its members. He promises to involve the SC in 
controversies, but not in the name af all students, "be 
they a majority or minority". 



.Tim McCoulirey calls for a reorganisation of the 
SC, for responsible student government, and lor ck-.ir, 
decisive leadcrsliip. McCoubrcy wants a firm policy 
of bi partisan reporting in tiie Daily and continuous 
consultation of students by the Council. 

Oerald Solomon proposes llie creatinn of a student 
ombudsman, and reforms in tlie Union cafeteria and 
building rules. 

In last year's voting, 3818 ballots were cast. Sharon 
Sholzbcrg became the first woman president of tiie 
Students' Society holding a majority of 52.2?^ of tiie 
vole.

The McGlir committee met 
Willi members of the Finance and 
Education departments for five 
hours. 

Tiie University Committee pre- 
sented evidence to establish that 
McGill could not furnish the 
teaching services required — 
with the available funds. 

They presented detailed evi- 
dence concerning the full range 
of expenditures and tlie reasons 
for these expenditures. They also 
offered^. an analysis of the funds 
avaifaiile.

The university committee urg- 
ed strongly that the recommen- 
dations of tlie Gauthier Commis- 
sion be followed.

"Most people think only of the 

sensational aspects of this year's 
government", she said, referring 
to the UGEQ issue. "However, 
we should acknowledge the many 
people who worked beliind the 
scenes to achieve innovations of 
lasting importance". 

Miss Sholzberg said llial Coun- 
cil has often been charged with 
being "tyrannical, dishonest and 
double-dealing". But this is the . 
first year, she said, that SC meet- 
ings have ever been publicized 
in advance and open to the entire 
student body. 

She slated that this year's ad- 
ministration has brought a new 
philosophy of student affairs to 
the Students' Society. This is the 
belief that the student has an 
important role to play outside of 
the university community as well 
as within it. 

This new orientation has occa- 
sioned the setting up of many 
new committees, she said, and 
cited examples. 

The Social Development Com- 
mittee was set up and has ini- 
tiated the Mental Hospital Visit- 
ing Programme and Travailleurs 
Etudiants du Quebec, in which 
McGill students are sent to under- 
. developed-' areas^ in Quebec! In

Thc new National Affairs Com- 
mittee is writing a book about 
Englisli-French relations in Que- 
bec, and the International Af- 
fairs Committee on apartheid in 
South Africa. 

Also set up is the Human 
Rights Committee to prevent dis- 
crimination against students in 
the Montreal area, and the Uni- 
versity Affairs Committee, whicli 
investigates education and the 
administration of the university. 
This last committee has esta- 
blished two non-credit courses in 
educational procedures, and 
written a (gj^ort about the struc- 
ture of McGtii which was shown 
to the Senate at the recent joint 
meeting. 

One of liie most useful things 
accomplished this -year, said Miss 
Sholzbcrg, was the creation of an 
Information and Public Rela- 
tions Bureau. This is a group 
which sends out press releases, 
and publishes a regular bulletin 
about the work of the Council 
and tlie Civil Service. 

Also new this year is the Cons- 
titutional Committee which has 
already held two open hearings 
to review the constitution of tlie 
Students' Society. A Students'

into the estal)lisliment of liank ' 
and iinusing cooperatives, and 
a Student Guide Service may be 
set lip lo create jol)s for sludcnts 
in Expo' and make profits for 
the Students' Society. 

Slie said that the present ad- 
ministration (lid an excellent job 
in accomplishing the move into 
the new. Union, and thai despite 
the increased costs of running 
the new building, tiie Students' 
Society will nevertheless end up 
this year in the black. 

In the matter of the cafeteria 
service in the Union, she said 
that a commillec will give a re- 
port in the next few months 
which will decide whether a new 
catering service will be em- 
ployed. 

Miss Sholzbcrg concluded hy 
saying that she wished lo ac-

Now that McGill's financial problems 
hove gone into cold storage for the moment, 
we should stand back to have a look at the 
whole picture. v 

The first thing to be said is that educa- 
tion in Quebec is in the some state of crisis 
that plagues English , Canada. The Bladen 
Commission Report pointed quite frankly to 
the perilous future facing higher education 
everywhere; the Report itself was a product 
of that feeling of crisis. And recent reports 
from Toronto point to the same conditions 
there leading to the same results. 

We should avoid therefore talking in 
terms of racial bias with regard to Quebec's 
decisions. The future of all institutions of 
higher learning in Canada is the question at 
issue. It will not be solved by screaming 



about McGill's paltry reward compared with 
that given to Université de Montréal. To do 
this is to ignore the grant to Sir George Wil- 
liams on the one hand, and on the other 
hand to miss the problems faced by both 
U. of M. and Laval. The entry of Dr. Gaudry 
into the debate surely has put an end to all 
talk of racial favouritism. 

The public of course may be left with the 
impression that, at last, Quebec City has 
token the "hard line" against the English. 
And in an election year, perhaps this is the 
picture that the Lesage administration in- 
tends to convey. M. Johnson, having at- 
tempted to woo the English vote with little 
success, now seems' to be trying to outflank 
the Liberals with his alliance with the RIN. 
Whose nationalism is most nationalistic 
seems to be the order of the day; and in 
Quebec, as in many similar post-colonial

More On 
Forge 

Dear Sir, 

A review as destructive and 
as negative as Mr. Goldberg's 
review of Forge, lo' be valid as 
a piece of criticism, must posit 
values. Surely, even if tlicrc is 
notliing of wdrtli, not even a 
line in llie riglit direction, in 
Faroe, somcwiicrc, in tlie annals 
of literature, tticrc is an exam- 
ple of Mr. Goldberg's kind of 
writing. Namccalling is of no 
help in a serious attempt to de- 
fine literary standards. 

Excessive critical bombast can 
only exist under a misconcep- 
tion — the misconception that 
the critic writing is absolutely 
right, and not, like the porridge, 
just right in relation to his 
taste. Most of the namccalling 
derives from the same arro- 
gance, the, certainty that only 
the passions accepted by Gold- 
berg arc real. But, intense joy 
and intense sorrow, the impliad 
"real" passions, are ho more 
valid than the lack of them in 
Camus' rEtrar»ger. For. Gold- 
berg, Forge is di:eased in a ty-

"reified in the real world". The 
problem is in judging all litera- 
ture by these criteria. In the 
terms of Mr. Goldberg's review, 
we would discount as puerile, 
fatuous, and, worst of all, leaky, 
a sixteenth century sonnet, the 
allegory of The Fairy Queen, 
definitely Paradise Lost and, 
probably, Wailing for Godot. 
Criticism may demand that lite- 
rature have an effect. It is on 
.dangerous ground when it codi- 
fies how it is to have the effect. 

In Forge, "Descent lo a Tem- 
perate Valley" is a case in point. 
For Goldberg, "parable has en- 
tirely replaced reality and the 
only possible consequences 
seem strangely inconsequential." 
For Wynne Francis, the story is 
"a chilling rendition of the imit- 
ation theme, all the more effect- 
ive for its stark symbolic mode." 
Terror, objectified in the real 
world, is one way of writing. 
Goldberg is right only as far as 
he goes. 

I trust that others will dts(:uss 
individual poems. As editor I 
feel I should refute the curious 
aspersions In the opening para- 
graphs. And yet, I find them 
most confusing. They seem to 
have little to do with my ex- 
periences editing Forge. The 
five changes made on original 
submissions were done by the 
author after discussion with an 
editor. There was no question of 
"editorial demands" or "emascu- 
lation" since the editors are stu- 
dents who feel qualified only lo 



get to the lileralurc". Given a 
magazine like Forge to' review, 
the question is probably as sim- 
ple as "Do I want this kind of 
thing or don't I ?" The tone of 
the criticism which results is di- 
rectly related to a "Yes" or « 
"No".

When editors 
and writers agree to publish the 
best of a bad lot, we end up 
with Forge:, each party com- 
plicit in the emasculation of the 
other. The relevant question 

- still remains: on what basis 
docs one justify the publication 
of an undergraduate literary 
magazine? 

It is difficult to speak to each

First of all, Mr. Goldberg wrote 
an essay-review, a critical form 
with far more general concerns 
than the proffering of an ex- 
haustive critique of each in- 
dividual piece in Forge, ^rther;, 
more, the criticism of individual 
poems that he did offer were, 
to my mind, devastating. What 
Mr. Kahn implicitly wants — 
and what he has every right to 
expect , — is a continuous semi- 
nar in which writers, editors 
and other interested and inform- 
ed parties can get together and 
argue constructively about spec- 
ific poems and stories before 
publication. A reviewer " cannot 
be expécled lo engage in an ex- 
haustive critique of poems 
which he thinks ought not to 
have been published in the first 
place without obfuscating his 
central argument and without, 
in the end, being himself com- 
pllcit in the editorial view that 
something should be published 
. at all costs. 

Publishing an undergraduate 
literary magazine ought to be 
a serious business. The poetry 
and prose in such a magazine 
should reveal a genuine.^ con- 
frontation with the real world, 
rather than a structured emo- 
tional conception guided by 
lines laid down in other literary 
sources or by emotions justified 
merely because they -are, in the 
writer's eyes, intensely felt. A 
student literary magazine ought 
to confront real passion, real 
terror, real alienation in cogni- 
tive ways which demonstrate » 
willingness lo ask basic ques-

Georgians' third trip to Sudbury and they are hoping to re- 
gain the title they lost last season. 

Blues crippled 

Toronto Blues, winners of 13 out of 16 starts this season, 
will not be in top shape for the game. Rearguards Gil Farmer 
(broken arm) and Bob Awrey (broken nose) will be hamper- 
ed by injuries, and defence was not the Blues' strong point 
in the past campaign. 

Redmen coach Dave Copp, who has flatly stated that 
Blues are the best college team he has seen, rates Varsity as 
almost sure winners. 

"i can't see how Toronto can lose," soys the coach. 

The gome will probably materialize into on offensive 
battle with both squads possessing explosive attacks. Blues 
netted 120 goals in 16 contests while Sir George bagged 
141. Defensively, each team was second best in the League. 

Mf the teams play, up to their capabilities, it should be a 
stirring battle. However, Toronto has to be given thé nod on 
the basis of a more balanced attack.
